Herewith  I  send  for  publication  in  your  church  to  your  ftock,    the 
J^ncyclical  Letter  just  received.by  which  our  Holv  Fathor,  Pope  Leo  XIIL, 
again  appeals  to  every  member  of  the  Cnristian  Fold  to  earnestly  supplicate 
the  aid  of  heaven  for  the  struggling  Church.  For  this  end  the  Pope  renews 
and  prescribes  for  the  month  of  October,  this  year,  the  same  ordinances, 
f««r''?'*  '"'^'*'«^°^«^^' which  he  published  tor  the  month  of  October. 
i«».i.  with  permission,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Ordinary  of  each 
diocese,  to  take  the  month  of  November,  or  the  month  of  December  this 
year,  instead  of  October,  for  the  greater  convenience  of  farmers  and  others 
wi,ose  work  and    occupations    might  prevent    them    attending    to  the 
prescribed  exercise  in  October.    Acting  on  this  permission,  I   hereby  ap 
point  the  month  of  November  for  eur  diocese,  as  the  most  convenient  foi 
all  classes  of  our  people.     You  will,  therefore,  be  pleased  to  exhort  youi 
nock,  and   make  every  zealous  exertion  yourself,  to  carry  out  in  your 
pastoral  distnct,  the  n.tentions  and  prescriptions  of  eur   Holy    Father 
the  Pope.

ENCYCLICAL   LETTER 

OF 

OUR  Most  holy  KArriEH,  pope  leo  xiii. 

To  all  the  Patriarchs,  Priwates,  Archbishops,   and  Bishops  of  the  Catholic 
worl<f,  havinyjavor  and  communion  ivith  the  Apostolic  See. 

Venkrabi.k  Brkturen,  Hkai  ih  and  Apostolic  BKNKuiuTio.v.—I^st  year 
Hsyou  al   know,  w«<lecreea  hy  an  Encyclical   Letter,  that  the  powerful 
Mother  ot  bo.l   be  implored,  by   the   recitation  of  the  most  holy  Hosarv 
.lunng  the  whole  ot  the  month  of  October,   to  obtain  the  protection  of 
Heaven  ior  the  sorely  tried  Church.     In  this  we  followed   our  own    ittdtt- 
niont  as  well  as  the  examples  of  our  predecessors,  who,  in  the  most  diffi- 
cult times  ot  the  Church,  have  had  the  habitof  recurrinju' with  more  soecial 
piety  to  the  august  Virgin  Mary  and  of  imploring  her  aid  by  fervent  prayers 
Uur  will  has  be.  n  obeyed  everywhere  with  such  ardor  and  concord/that 
It  was  made  clearly  evident  what  fervent  spirit  of  religion   and  of  pietv 
ani.nates  the  Christian  people,  and  Ijiow  great  is  the   universal   confidence 
in  the  heavenly  patronage  of  the  Virgin  Mary.     This  fervor   of  a  declared 
taithand  piety,  has  broughi  Us  a  gr^at  relief  and  consolation,  We  admit 
in  these  troubles  and  evils,  the   burden  of  which  weighs  upon  Us  •   and  it 
has  given  Us  courage  to  support  still  more  weighty  evils,  if  it  please  God 
to  inflict  Us  with  then..     As  long,  therefore,  as  the  spirit  of  prayer  will  be 
.spread  on  the  House  ot  David  and  on  the   inhabitants   of  Jerusalem    We 
will  tirmly  hope  that  God  may  one  day  favorably  hear  Us,  and  that  tkkine 
pity  on  the  condition  ot  His  Church,  He  may  regard  the  prayers  presented 
by  Her  whotx^  He  has  willed  to  make  the  dispenser  of  heavenly  graces 

For  which  reason  tne  same  causes  existing  which  led  Us  last  year  to 
excite  public  piety,  We  think.  Venerable  brethren,  that  it  is  Our  dutv  to 
exhort  this  year  also  the  Christian  people  to  preserve   in  the    mode  and 
formula  ot  prayer  which  is  designated  under  the    name  of  the  Rosary  in 
order  to  merit  the  efficacnus  patronage  of  the  powerful  Mother  of  God 
.Since  the  enemies  of  the  Christian  name  employ  such  great  obstinacy  in 
their  designs,  us  defenders  should   have   no  less  constant  a  will    when 
above  all,  heavenly  assistance  and  the  benefits  which  God    accords  to  us 
are  ordinarily  the  fruit  of  our  perseverance.    It  is  useful  to  recall  the  ex- 
ample of  thfc  illustrious  Judith,  type  of  the  august  Virgin,  who  knew  how 
to  repress  the  foolish  impatience  of  the  Jews  when  these  wished   to  fix  at 
their  will  the  day  when  Goi  should  succor  the  oppressed  ci<iy.    Similarly 
we  should  observe  tne  example  of  the  Apostles,  who    knew  how    to  await 
the  supreme  gift  of   ihe  Holy    Spirit,  which  was    promised    to   them    -n 
prayer  with  Mary  Mother  of  Jesus.    Now  it  is  a   matter  at  present  of  the 
highest  importance  and  surrounded  with  difficulties,  to  humiliate  m  the 
exalted  strength  of  his  power  a.i  old  and  terrible    enemy  :  to  revindicate 
the  hoerty  of  the  Church  and  of  its  Head,  in  one  word  to  preserve  and  de 
fend  the  very  bases  upon  which  the  security    and    the    safety  of   human 
society  reposes.     It  is  necessary  then  to  strive,  in  these  times  so  mournful 
for  the  Church,  to  guard  carefully  and  piously    the  holy    custom    of  the 
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Rosary  of  Mary,  so  much  the  more  as  its  i)rayers  are  clisposed  in  a  manner 
to  recall  to  mind,  in  their  order,  all  the  niystei  ;.'s  of  our  salvation,  and 
therehy  t©  favor   in  a  great  degree  the  spirit  of  piety. 

In  so  far  as  Italy  is  concerned,  it  is  especially  necessary  at  this  mom- 
ent to  implore  by  the  prayers  of  the  Rosary,  the  help  of  the  most  powerful 
Virgm,  for  We  are  not  only  threatened  hut  tried  by  an  unexpected  ca- 
lanjity.  The  Asiatic  epidemic,  passing  the  boundaries  which  nature  seem- 
ed to  have  placed  to  it,  has  invaded,  by  the  will  of  God,  the  most  impor- 
tant French  ports,  and  from  there  the  Italian  conterminous  region^.  It  is 
necessary  then  to  recur  to  Mary,  to  IJer  whom  the  Church,  justly  and  by 
right,  calls  the  dispenser  of  safety,  of  heavenly  assistance  and  consolation, 
m  order  that,  propitious  to  the  prayers  which  are  specially  acceptable  to 
^Her,  she  may  put  tar  from  us  the  impure  malady. 

For  which  reason,  at  the  approach  of  the  month  of  October,  during 
which  the  Catholic  world  celebrates  the  Feast  of  our  Lady  of  the  Rosary, 
We  have  decided  to  renew  again  the  same  prescriptions  that  We  macje 
last  year.  We  .  stablish  then,  and  or-lain,  Uiat  from  the  first  day  of 
October  till  the  second  day  of  November  following  five  decades  at  least  of 
the  Rosary,  with  the  Litanies,  be  recited  every  day  in  all  Darisn  churches 
and  in  public  sanctuaries  dedicated  to  the  Mother"  of  God  as  also  in  other 
churches  to  be  selected  by  the  Ordinary.  If  the  recital  takes  place  in  the 
morning,  if  will  be  made  during  the  celebration  of  Mass,  if  it  takes  place 
in  the  afternoon,  the  Blessed  Sacrament  will  be  exposed  to  public  adora- 
tion, and  the  ritual  benediction  will  be  given  to  those  present.  We  desire 
besides,  that  the  Confraternities  of  the  Holy  Rosary,  wherever  the  civil 
laws  permit  it,  make  solemn  processions  for  the  honor  of  religion. 

In  order  to  open  to  Christian  piety  the  celestial  treasures  of  (he 
Church,  We  renew  all  the  Indulgences  which  We  accorded  last  year.  To 
those  who,  on  the  appointed  days,  will  assist  ut  the  public  recital  of  the 
Rosary,  and  will  pray  for  Our  intentions,  and  to  all  those  who,  preventeci 
by  legitimate  cause  will  recite  it  privately,  We  accord  for  each  time  the 
indulgence  of  seven  years  and  seven  quarantines.  To  those,  beside,  who, 
during  the  said  time,  will  hove  accomplished  these  exercises  ten  times  at 
least  m  the  churches,  or,  if  just  motives  prevent  them,  in  their  private 
Jwelhng,  and  who,  having  expiated  their  faults  by  confession  wdl  have 
made  Holy  Communion  at  the  Altar,  We  accord  the  plenary  indulgence 
of  their  sins  m  virtue  of  the  treasury  of  ihe  Church.  We  accord,  besides, 
this  plenary  indulgence  and  remission  of  sins  to  all  t'  ^^  who,  on  the 
Feast  of  Our  I^dy  of  the  Rosary,  or  on  one  ot  the  days  wul  ,u  the  Octave, 
will  have  received  Communion  and  prayed  for  Our  intention  in 
some  church  consecrated  to  God  and  His  Most  Holy  Mother. 

Wishing  also  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  those  who  live  in 
the  country,  and  are  employed  in  the  labors  of  the  fields  .luring  the  month 
ot  October,  We  accord  m  their  favor  that  all  our  preceding  dispositions, 
comprising  those  which  relate  to  Indulgences  to  be  eained  during  the 
monthof  October,  may  be  deferred  to  the  month  of  ^November  or  De- 
cember, accoramg  to  the  prudent  decision  of  the  respective  Ordinirios. 

We  doubt  not,  Venerable  Brethren,  that  abundant  fruits  may  respond 
toOur  efforts:  above  all,  if  it  please  God,  through  the  abundance  of  His 
grace,  to  make  the  good  seed  which  We  cast  upon  the  enrth  fructify 
and  which  We  confide  to  vour  solicitude.  We  hold  for  certain  ♦hat  the 
Christian  people  will  respond  to  the  appeal  of  Our  Apostolic  authority  with

Nous  concedons  pour  chaque  fois,  sept  annees 
et  sept  quarantaines  d'indulgence.  Nous  accordons  la  pleine  remise  de 
leurs  fautes  a  ceux  qui,  dans  le  temps  que  Nous  venons  d'indiquer,  auront 
pratique  au  moins  dix  fois  ces  pieux  exercices,  soit  publiquement  dans  les 
temples  sacres,  soit  dans  leurs  maisons,  par  suite  d'excuses  legitimes,  e';, 
qui.  apres  s'etre  confespes,  se  s-yront  appr©ches  de  la  sainte  Table.
